Pacific Acro Club Presents Rill to 


Legislature Regulating Aviation in 

This State.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—Legisia- 
tion for the regulation and protection 
of aeroplanes was adopted by the Pa- 
cific Aero Club yesterday for submis- 
sion to the State Legislature. One se- 
ries of measures is designed to safe- 
guard bird-men from exemplary dam- 
ages for trespass.

NEWSPAPER MAN OF NORTH IS 
ENTHUSIASTIC. | 


Biethen of the Washington City 
Mere and Talks About Conditions.

C. B. Blethen, managing editor of the 
big Seattle Times, who has been one of 
the factors in making the great suc- 
cess of that paper, accompanied by 
Mrs. Blethen, is at the Van Nuys. 

Mr. Blethen, who is a young man, in 
the full bloom of tremendous energy, 
has not been in Los Angeles in five 
years until the present visit. He says 
that when he was here five years ago 
Seventh and Eighth streets were con- 
sidered out-of the city. He is enthusi- 
astic over the growth of Los Angeles. 

“I am a true son of Seattle and think 
that we are world beaters in growth,” 
said Mr. Blethen yesterday, “but I must 
take off my hat to Los Angeles. I 
think that Los Angeles and Seattle are 
easily the leaders of the world. You 
seem to have the same hustle and 
bustle that we have in Seattle. You 
have the most beautiful residential 
section of any city in the world, I 
think. I have spent two afternoons 
riding about in this district and I have 
been astounded at the wondrous 
beauty shown. It is not only the 
wealthy homes but the beauty of the 
small home is so great. The middle 
class home in Los Angeles is wonder- 
fully beautiful.

HELPLESS OLD WANDERER

HE story of James Applegate, as it 
T appeared in The Times of yester-

They were entertained at a special function at the 
White House, where Cabinet officers and Senators 
carried chicken salad and ice cream to them, and 
served them with Martini cocktails and champagne, 
end thereby fractured the provisions of an Act. of 
Congress which makes it an offense punishable with 
fine and imprisonment to give lNquor to Indians. The 
gorgeous headdress of Red Cloud received the espe- 
cial commendation of the reporters. It consisted of 
long strips of scarlet flanne! ornamented with eagle 
plumes. It was probably not generally known that 
each eagie’s feather signified the scalp of a white 
man or woman taken by the wearer. This history 
of heroic achievements swept from the scalp lock of 
the éhiefiain to the carpet of the White House, and

Great Britain is mistress of-the seas and will re- 
main so. Her immense and widely scattered | 
onies insure her a carrying trade which cannot 
taken aw from her, because it is in her power to 
continue the policy which she adopted in common 
with other maritime nations—the United States 
among others—of not allowing foreign ships to carry 
freight or passengers between her ports. The oper- 
ation of ovr navigation laws in this respect was il- 
lustrated @ number of years ago, when a British 
bark was at Philadelphia with a cargo of rail- 
road iron (which was consigned to Bermuda. At 
Bermuda the same vesse! with her cargo was re- 
chartered and consigned to Portiand, Or. This mani- 
fest evasion of our navigation laws was reviewed by 
the courts, and elicited the fact that the freight 
charges of the British ship were muck lower than 
those of American ships; that with the tariff duty 
added the iron cost less in Portland than if it bad 
been shipped there on an American vessel direct 
from Philadelphia. 

The nunjber of our ocean-going ships is less than 
one-third that of Great Britain, but it is 40 per 
cent. greater than that of Norway, 565 per cent. 
greater than that of Germany, and more than double 
that of Sweden, France, Russia or Italy. Most of 
our vesselq are employed as carriers between Ameri- 
can ports, and English ships carry most of our cot- 
ton and wheat to Europe.

By an agreement made between European nations 
on October) 29, 1888, the Suez Canal was exempted 
from blockade, and vessels of all nations, whether 
armed or hot, are allowed‘to pass through it in 
times of peace or war. The total length of the canal 
is ninety-nine miles. It is 327 feet wide for seventy- 
seven mileg and 196 feet wide for the remaining 192 
miles. Its depth is twenty-six feet throughout. 

The distance from London to Melbourne by 
either the Boes route or the Cape of Good Hope is 
13,000 miles. By the Panama route it will be 8000 
miles. The distance from London to Shanghai by 
the Suez route is 10,000 miles; by the Panama route 
it will be 7 miles. The saving in wages, fuel, in- 
surance, rtuary charges and interest on invest- 


ments on @ 2000-ton steamer made by patronizing 
the Panama instead of the Suez Canal would be 
about $10,000 for twenty days, or $5 per ton.
